Selectmen approve 
Knights license 


With some fifty persons in atten- 
dance. the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday night voted to 
grant a club liquor license to the 4982 
Building Association, the Wilmington 
council of the Knights of Columbus 
The vote was 4 to 1, with James Miceli 
opposed. 

Opposition to the license was quite 
strong. Neighbors from the School 
Street area and from Middlesex 
Avenue near St. Thomas Church were 
Present. with counsel. Attorney 
Charles Zaroulis argued against the 
granting of the license. Zaroulis, a 
Lowell attorney, is also town counsel 
for Tewksbury 

The Knights of Columbus was 
represented by Attorney Joseph 
Courtney 

Zaroulis told the selectmen that the 
building had been erected in spite of-a 
denial of variances by the Board of 
Appeals in 1965. He said that 
variances had been sought on fron- 
tage. and that that problem had been 
resolved by the extension of School 
Street Extension. The problem of a 
special permit to allow the conducting 
of a function hall business in a 
residential’ zone had never been 
resolved. 

Zaroulis held that the license should 
not be granted because of the viola- 
tion of the zoning law. He said that 
the Knights of Columbus should not be 
rewarded for their proceeding without 
@ variance or a proper liquor license. 

The previous attempt by the 


Knights of Columbus to procure a li- 
quor license was for a function hall 
license. The application was ap- 
proved by the board of Selectmen, but 
the Alcoholic Beverages Control Com: 
mission took no action. Zaroulis 
maintained that by such failure to act, 
the ABCC had negated the license 

Representing the Knights, Courtney 
presented the Selectmen with letter. 
giving seven conditions that would be 
added to the license as restrictions 
Among them were that a policeman 
would be on duty during functions, 
that windows facing the residential 
area would be blocked off, and that a 
neighborhood liason committee would 
be established. 

Courtney said that the issue at hand 
was licensing, not zoning. He sub- 
mitted that the lodge met the re- 
quirements for a club license. As for 
the previous licensing problem, he 
said that the selectmen had issued the 
license, and that the ABCC had failed 
to act. By failing to act, the ABCC 
allowed the license. 

Zaroulis countered that the license 
is actually issued by the ABCC on 
recommendation of the Selectmen 

Selectman Dan Gillis asked why the 
neighbors had not desired to meet 
with representatives of the K of C dur- 
ing the two weeks since the hearing 
began. Gillis had tabled the license 
two weeks ago, for further study 

John Foley of School Street 
responded that they had met with the 
Knights several times over the years, 


Town Meeting pushes tax rate over 


Less than five per cent of the voters 
of Wilmington took part in the second 
and final session of the town meeting, 
Saturday. There were 385 voters pre- 
sent at the time of the highest count. 
There are 9134 voters registered in 
Wilmington. 

The Town Meeting voted a $77 tax 
Tate, based on real estate valuations 
of the past.year. Officially the tax 
tate will not be known for some 
weeks, and it will be based on current 
valuations. © As things now stand 
Wilmington residents can expect a 
jump of $8.40 in the tax rate. 

Like the town meeting of the week 
before, only those voters who had a 
personal interest bothered to attend - 
plus a few other persons who were 
attending because of a sense of civic 
duty. There were not enough voters 
present to vote an increased security 
system for the library, but there was 
an overwhelming number, when it 
came time to vote a proposed $135 
thousand sidewalk for Glen Road. 

Water for Capk Hill was defeated, 
as was a proposal to buy the back land 
of the Roberts Estate, for $115 thou- 
sand. The Finance Committee fought 
a rear guard action all afternoon. 

The meeting was called to order at 
1:50 p.m.. For the first few minutes 
there was no article on the floor. The 
business started at 1:57 p.m. and six 
hours and three minutes later the 
meeting was complete - with no let up 
for supper, and with the moderator 
successfully avoiding a quorum count, 
several times in the last half hour. 

John Callan may only have been try- 
ing to save the town meeting time, so 
as to compléte the business a few 
minutes earlier. If he was trying to 
avoid having the meeting called for a 
lack of a quorum, that was not need- 
ed. There was still’ more than a 
quorum, when the meeting was com- 
pleted at 8 p.m. 


Minority reports 
The first business of the meeting 
was to listen to a discussion by Bar- 
bara Sullivan of Gunderson Road 
Mrs. Sullivan was of the opinion that 
minority reports did not get fairly 
Presented to the town meeting. 


Alan Altman 


She presented a resolution for the 
selectmen and moderator to set up a 
study committee and possibly come 
up with a solution or method of 
presenting minority reports. It was 
yoted by the meeting. 

The moderator followed this with a 
plea to the voters not to leave just 
because their particular article had 
been campleted, Those with articles 
at the end, he said, “are just as in- 
terested as those in the beginning of 
the warrant."” 


Leash Law 

The voters refused to accept a new 
section for the ByLaws, for a leash 
law in Wilmington. Much of the dis- 
cussion concernéd the availability of 
the dog officer, and the amount of 
money paid him. The final vote was 
110 in favor and 86 opposed. 

Joe Ballestrieri, dog officer, who 
moved Article 19 told the meeting that 
if it were voted it would mean a dog 
officer on the streets daily. This was 
in answer to a question from Peggy 
Emond, wanting to know who would 
enforce the law. 

Mr. Balestrieri’s answer led to a 
question by Bruce Peters, as to 
whether or not this meant a full time 
dog officer, and another question by 
Charles Malatesta asking what good 
that would do. After a féw more 
remarks Wilson Belbin got up to talk 
about “over $6 thousand for a half ass 
job." Belbin explained that he did not 
mean his remarks against the dog of- 
ficer, and said that the dog officer is 
the kind of person who does answer 10 
P.m. calls. 

Belbin had remarks to make about 
garbage in plastic bags, awaiting the 
rubbish truck, and what dogs did un- 
der the circumstances. 

Betsy Cronin then discussed dogs 
that went through her yard, and 
thought that a “clean cut penalty” 
was needed, and a dog officer to en- 
force it. 

Others spoke of the need for a full 
time dog officer, but were afraid of 
the costs.

Cook Hill 
Forty minutes were spent in dis- 
cussing water on Cook Hill. The prin- 
cipal proponent was Selectman Danny 
Gils. 


Ten or eleven years ago, Gillis said, 
a betterment article to get water onto 
Cook Hill was defeated by people who 
lived on Main Street, and got their 
water from wells. There was a need, 
and he had looked at things. A plastic 
pipe was possible with the summer, 
but it would freeze in the winter. 

Now, with the Wilmington 
Redevelopment on Jewel Drive, it 
would be possible to extend that water 
main up Cook Hill. In the second arti- 
ele the water would be distributed un- 
der betterments, using two inch water 
mains, to four families. 

Gillis reminded the meeting of a 
law case involving a subdivision in 
Chelmsford, where the judge had 
made the town put in water mains. 

Dick Duggan: I have sympathy for 
the families on Cook Hill. We have 
the right too, to explain why we disap- 
Prove. It will cost $56 thousand. 
These peiple will not be able to afford 
it, they will end up witha lien against 
their houses. 

Mr. Blake (water commissioner, 
Ed.) said that the Finance Committee 
hearing that there was a more visable 
way - much less expensive 

Selectman Banda: A shame to have 
these people suffer. A woman with a 
blind brother, gets snow and melts it. 
No one has come up with a solution in 
19 years. When you have to go out and 
accumulate rain water - are we going 
to have to close our eyes?

Arnold Blake; The Board of Water 
Commissioners are against this for 
several reasons.

In a period of 20 
years we have never had any other 
way.” 

The alternate, he said, was to im- 
prove the wells (of the homes). One 
house, he was told, had a six hundred 
foot well. The people apparently are 
satisfied, and not a part of this better- 
ment. 

Another has a well with a two gallon 
@ minute output. That was 2800 
gallons a day. “If you can store that 
water, then you have plenty.” 

Wilson Belbin: There is water up on 
Main Street, but here we have four 
families, and the building that used to 
be the bowling alley, without water. 

Selectman Caira: Put yourself in 
the place of these vamilies 

There was a description of one 
young couple who had bought a house 
on the hill, and then found that they 
had no water in the well 

Blake spoke. He said the thing to do 
was to amend Article 20, for 
betterments. ‘As it is we can only go 
by the law.” 

Selectman Gillis summed up: He 
asked for a yes vote, promising that 
the selectmen would “hold this up” 
until there was a resolution. 

The vote was Yes 70, No 137 

Glen Road sidewalk 

The Glen Road sidewalk was dis- 
cussed by Selectman Caira. There 
were 276 youngsters, he said, who use 
Glen Road to get to school. The 
sidewalk program this year was for 
Forest Street.

He said that 
for the first time, the town has a de- 
cent building for holding functions 
He then asked, “If the Knights of 
Columbus Hall were to be shut down 
tomorrow, what could it be used for?’”

Year after year kids are walking on 
that street. I don’t want my taxes to 
go up - it is a disgrace, and I am con- 
cerned with safety 

Joe Pelletier: When I bought my 
house I was told it was 35 feet back 
from the street. How many are there 
that don't comply? Absolutely certain 
that there are more than 27. 

The street should be 50 feet. There 
have been propositions in the past. It 
is completely impractical to consider 
a wider Glen Road 


Marge LaRivee spoke of cars and 
trucks passing her home. She moved 
to amend. Strike out the $135 thou- 
sand, she said, and instead use the 
money ‘voted for sidewalks in the 
budget ($50 thousand, Ed.) 

Eventually the superintendent of 
highways got to the microphone. The 
highway department sidewalk money, 
he said, was for the Forest Street 
sidewalks. 

George Boylen entered his plea

There came a day, about two years 
ago, when they happened to be 
together, and they got talking about 
the needs of maintenance of vacuum 
equipment. There are many plants in 
the country which make micro- 
circuits, for the computer industry 
Those circuits are made in a complete 
vacuum, and it occured to these men 
that an oppértunity existed in a 
business sense. 

There was a void, in the vacuum 
business, and they determined to fill 
that void. 

They started work in a cellar, and 
business turned out to be good. In the 
first year, working in a cellar, they 
grossed $90,000. They then hired a 
small plant in Bedford. There were 
more and more work orders. 

Now,-two years later, they are in 
Wilmington, and there are nine 
employees. The orders are coming in 
at the rate of $500 thousand a year -

‘No basketball tradition’ 


Wilmington High School Basketball 
Coach Bob Milley has responded to 
the “Let's improve WHS roundball 
article with a letter that both corrects 
some errors in a previous letter to the 
Sports editor. and sheds some light on 
the problems that a WHS basketball 
candidate faces. Milley has summed 
up the situation in his letter, which 
follows. 

Dear Sir 

Having coached every level of boys 
basketball in the Wilmington Schools, 
I would like to give my point of view 
as to the status of this sport in the 
town 

Before offering any opinions, 
however. I would like to clear up a 
few inaccuracies in the “Roundball"’ 
article that appeared a couple of 
weeks ago. Wilmington's record in 
basketball over the past few years has 
been 1440. not 12-75 as stated. And 
although this year's team lost many 
more than they won, I cannot allow 
tem to be called ‘‘inept."” Boys on 
the team who practiced long and hard 
and who had played their best, par- 
ticularly two younger boys who made 
honorable mention for the All-Star 
team. must not ever be so 
thoughtlessly classified. Finally, one 
bey (not two as stated) who played the 
Billerica game with his shirt on 
backwards did so not out of 
carelessness, but because of the rules 
of the game which prohibit J.V.’s 
from playing with a duplicate number 
im a varsity game. 

These misconceptions not withstan- 
ding. Mr. O'Reilly's letter was 
spirited. constructive and commen- 
dable. However, from my vantage 
point, I offer three major reasons for 
the lack of success in Wilmington 
basketball 

First. the town, in the past, has been 
apathetic toward the sport. There is 
no basketball tradition in Wilmington. 
No team. no player in recent memory 
bas commanded attention and in- 
fluenced participation in the sport. 
Other sports teams get organized sup- 
port for summer camps, banquets, 
post-season awards. Basketball gets 
mone. There has not been, until 

‘Tecently any interest on the part of 
loc#l newspapers, school ad- 
mimistrators or fans in promoting the 
sport. Wilmington is not a basketball 
oriented town (yet!) 

second. the population of eligible 
boys in Wilmington is far below that 
of other towns in the league. Allother 
factors being equal (and they're not) 
we cannot. in the long run do as well 
@s other teams. The reason we re- 
main competitive in other sports is 
generally because of excellent com- 
pensating programs. Which leads to 
the other reason for lack of success. 

Third. there is no Junior High 
program nor any off-season recrea- 
tiom program in basketball 
Resultingly, Wilmington boys are not 
as far along as they should be when 
they enter high school, and they do not 
improve as much after they are in 
high school compared to players in 
other towns. The problem has not yet 
affected the girl's varsity program 
sance not many towns have developed 
girls “feeder” systems.

will, and unless changes are made, 
the Wilmington girls’ program will 
suffer accordingly 

It should be made clear that the 
recreation program that is operated 
during the season should not be con- 
sidered at fault. Rather, it provides a 
healthy competitive situation to a 
large number of boys and girls of all 
ages. The season is for playing the 
game. Intensive instruction and drill 
with little actual game experience 
would turn young kids away from 
basketball, not capture their interest 


The “Roundball"’ article expressed 
opposition to Junior High programs. 

But this is the perfect vehicle for get- 
ting instruction at a very crucial stage 
of physical and mental development 
to those who desire it. Coaching, in- 
struction, and practice with an ex- 
perienced coach on weekday after- 
noons...playing with officials and 
supervision in the rec program games 
on weekends...an excellent combina- 
tion’ that is likely to produce results. 


At the high school level, there is no 
doubt that good players are developed 
from March to November. Once this 
is accomplished, then good teams 
may be developed from December to 
February. How much open-gym time 
is available to hoopsters in the off 
season? How many playgrounds have 
a fullcourt in decent shape? Are they 
lighted at night? What kinds of 
programs are on-going in the 
summer? Thos’e who follow 
Wilmington basketball know the 
answers to these questions. 

The entire basketball staff of the 
high school would gladly be of service 
to provide guidelines for off season 
programs, but no such programs yet 
exist. The best we can do is campaign 
for parents to send boys and girls to 
an expensive week at summer camp. 
As Mr. O'Reilly pointed out, we could 
at least provide a clinic experience 
for all boys and girls right here in 
town. Many neighboring towns are 
successful at this very undertaking 
and could serve as models. 


It is possible that in the past no de- 
mand existed for such programs. I 
give my assurance that the desire and 
interest is there. But interest doesn’t 
wait. The School Committee and the 
Recreation Committee must react if 
there is to be hope for basketball in 
Wilmington. A Junior High program 
is a must, Open gym-time is a must 
Off-season pfograms are a must. 
Concerned people in Wilmington must 
continue to be vocal in their support of 
such programs. 

But the singular goal of all of this 
should not be to provide the varsity 
high school teams with annual 
winners in their leagues. Rather, all 
programs should be coordinated to 
provide an orderly development of 
skills so that interested boys and girls 
of Wilmington have a chance equal to 
that of kids in other towns to learn, 
enjoy, and be successful in this 
valuable sport. Given an equal 
chance, Wilmington athletes general- 
ly find their way to the top.
